In 1sls, dudng the conatruction of an
aonhdtpad at the MSR dirt
coitamiiated with pitchblende (a
naturally occurring uaniun oru) war
rsmoved from the lvtSPby a conbactor
and takeu to the MddlerexMunicipal
Lendflll (Ir,trvtl). Subrequent landfill
opsrations resulted in varying depth of
cover materid being placed over the
contaninated materials.

Drning a local civil defense exercioe
in May igOo, monitorg detected elevated
levebof radiation ln the landfill A
radtological survey confirmed 83mne
radiation lwels m to 50 tines the
natrual backgrormd value over an alea
of less than 0.0 acre. ln 1901 the AEG
rpnoved the portion of the
contaminated nateriale lying neareet
the gurface (about 650 ydt) and cove-red
the area with approximately 2 ft of clean
dirt.Ihe contanlnated soil wae
rrmoved to the AEG New Enmgwie,k
laboratory site in New Bnmgwick' New
Jeraey.

No fruther action wag taken until
1974 when a radiological ouwey of the
site was conducted bY the Atomlc
Eneuy Comniseion {AEC).In 197&
anotf,er radiological suwey of the slte
was conducted by Oak Ridge National
Laboratory (ORND to Provide
additional data and to prcvlde a baeis
for evaluating ohangeo ln site condidons
over the 4-yearperiod glnce tte prevlous
survey.

DOE developed a remedial action
nlan to removC the materiale in the
iandfill. DOE coordinated its activitiee
with the New lereey Departrne.nt of
Environnental Protection and the
Borougb of Middlesex.

In lSBl aod 198O the landfill wag
decontaminated, reeulting in the
removal of 31.m0 ydt of contaminated
matcrials. lte maiedals lemoved dtuirlS
remedid action are being stored
temporarily at MSP. Post-rcmedial
actibn sunieyo have demonstrated and
DOE hae certified that radiologicd
conditione on the affected propetllea ar€
consigtent with applicable criteria and
that the uee of the two ProPertiee
comprising the landfill Pr"sent8 no
radiologicil hazard to the general public
or to site ocof,rpantr. lheee frndinga are
eupportd by the DOE'Certification
Docket for the Reuredial Action
Perfonned at the Middlesex Municipal
Landfill in Middleaex, Newfereey in
1981and 198E." Accordingly, the two
properties comprising the landfill arc
ieleised from the Formerly Utilized
Sites Remedial Action Program.
